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Council pay 
freeze bid to 
protect jobs 
and services 


GREENWICH Council has begun a 
consultation with trades unions on a 
pay freeze across the authority. 

If agreed, it means that the council 
would have an option to freeze annual 
automatic pay increments for council 
workers for four years. 

The Coalition Government announced a 
public sector pay freeze during the 
summer but council workers’ contracts 
entitle them to an annual increase or 
‘increment’. By law, the council must 
consult on any proposed change to 
contracts for 90 days and then give 
employees 12 weeks notice of any 
decision to introduce new terms and 
conditions of employment. 

Councillor Peter Brooks, deputy leader 
of the council, said: “This is a 
consultation - not a firm decision. We 
are bracing ourselves for the Coalition 
Government’s spending review on 
October 20 and must allow ourselves the 
flexibility to be able to make savings 
where we can. We have always 
indicated that frontline services must 
come first. We have been told to prepare 
for a 40% reduction in funds and have 
no choice but to plan for what might lie 
ahead. 

“A four-year freeze on increments would 
save almost £2.4 million pounds - the 
equivalent of at least 77 frontline jobs. 
We are currently looking at all options 
to make savings. Our priority is to save 
services and jobs at all costs. 

“The council has a tremendous, loyal 
workforce providing services that make

GREENWICH is the third 
fastest borough for building 
new homes. Figures show it 
currently has more homes 
on site than any other 
London borough - except 
Tower Hamlets and 
Newham. 

The high rate of house- 
building has been credited 
to the borough’s speed at 
processing planning 
applications, including for 
major regeneration 
schemes. 

Since 2000, the council has 


given permission for almost 
30,000 new homes and over 
11,500 homes have been 
completed in the borough. 
Approval has been given for 
major regeneration schemes 
which are set to create 
thousands more new homes 
in the next 15 to 20 years. 
They include 12,000 new 
homes on Greenwich 
Peninsula, 3,500 on the 
Royal Arsenal and 4,000 in 
Kidbrooke, which saw the 
first new homes being 
occupied earlier this month.

Last month residents moved 
into 119 new homes in 
Elmgrove Tower, a 20-storey 
housing block in Plumstead. 
The new four-bed 
maisonettes and one, two 
and three-bed flats are 
among 2,000 affordable 
properties created in the 
last five years as a result of 
partnerships between 
Greenwich Council and 
social landlords. 

Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “Despite the 
difficulties in the national 


housing market, we are 
seeing more new starts and 
completions this year. The 
data shows that Greenwich 
is ahead of other boroughs 
in having a large established 
pipeline of sites with 
planning permissions in 
place. This means that 
house-building locally is 
likely to recover more 
quickly than in other 
boroughs, where there is a 
backlog of sites that have 
yet to receive planning 
permission.”

THERE was only one 
person Matt Easton was 
going to Run to the Beat 
for.

Matt remembers the first time 
he taught an 11-year-old Curtis 
athletics. It was in the 
playground of Blackheath 
Bluecoat secondary school. 

“Students were throwing the 
discus and I was showing off by 
clearing the playground and 
making the discus land on the 
grass edge,” said Matt. “No 
pupil, especially a Year 7, could 
get near this! 

“Curtis took his turn and not 
only cleared the playground 
but the grass verge and took 
half the guttering down from 
the stand of the neighbouring 
rugby club. His next throw 
cleared the stand altogether 
and landed in the middle of the 
rugby pitch!” 

Curtis was very quickly 


pointed in the direction of 
Cambridge Harriers Athletics 
Club and the rest is history. 

Matt emailed Curtis recently, 
telling him of his entry to run 
the half marathon. “I informed 
him that it was all his fault and 
he was solely responsible for all 
the pain it would cause. 
However, I totally enjoyed the 
day,” said Matt. 

“The atmosphere among the 
runners was brilliant and it was 
great to see and hear people 
helping and encouraging each 
other. The race itself was hard 
but the support from the public 
pushed you round 

“The organisation of 12,000 
people was excellent. My time 
was 2hrs 4mins and, although I 
would like to have broken two 


hours, I am actually quite 
pleased with this as it was the 
first time I have ever done 
anything like this. 

“I loved the whole experience 
and it has spurred me on to 
compete in future events. I am 
really pleased I raised money for 
Starting Blocks and look 
forward to next year’s race.” 

More than 50 other runners 
turned out for Starting Blocks 
including Ruslan Musinov, who 
ran with Victoria Vasiljeva from 
Latvia. Ruslan said: “Now I am 
planning a parachute jump for 
Starting Blocks.”

a real difference to people’s lives day-in 
day-out - from assistants in our schools 
to the people who empty our bins and 
clean our streets. We value their work 
but are between a rock and a hard 
place. Many of our staff live in the 
borough and I realise that this is a 
tough time. However, if this can save 
the equivalent of 77 jobs it’s something 
that we simply have to consider 
seriously. These are 77 people who will 
continue to pay tax, not draw welfare 
benefits, and be able to keep spending 
in our local shops and services.”

GREENWICH’S hopes 
for the 2012 London 
Olympics got a fantastic 
boost last week when 
star weightlifter Zoe 
Smith won the bronze 
medal at the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi. 

The 16-year-old Abbey 
Wood schoolgirl, who is 
supported by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, made 
history by becoming the 
first English woman to win 
a weightlifting medal at the 
Games. 

And she had to 
overcome her nerves to 
do it. Zoe said: “I was so 
shaky at the start, that’s 
why I missed my first 
snatch, but once I got 
into it I felt a little bit 
better. 

“I came here with high

expectations, to be 
honest. There’s no point 
turning up if you don’t. 
But then I saw the 
scoreboard and everybody 
was opening with what I 
was going to start with so 
that made me think that 
maybe I wasn’t going to do 
as well as I hoped. But it 
still turned out all right.” 

Zoe only just scraped into 
the 58kg category and had 
her first real meal in days 
afterwards. She admitted: 
“I need to be a bit more 
professional in future in 
terms of making weight. I 
seem to have a lot of water 


retention at the moment 
and I’d been out for a few 
good luck meals before I 
came away, which wasn’t 
ideal.” 

One of those meals was 
the Greenwich Starting 
Blocks gala dinner on 
September 16 when she 
joked with Steve Ryder 
about the weight problem. 

Zoe’s mum told GT: “She 
was determined not to 
miss the event because of 
all the support Starting 
Blocks had given her over 
the past few years. 

“Naturally, the whole 
extended family are 
amazingly proud of all that 
Zoe has achieved. Her dad 
Terry and I can hardly 
resist the opportunity to 
talk of Zoe’s successes to 
anyone who will listen - 
much to her acute 
embarrassment! 

“Her 13 year old sister 
Yana attends St Paul’s 
Academy in Abbey Wood 
and she was fortunate 
enough to be allowed the 
morning off school to 


watch Zoe’s competition 
on television.” 

The importance of having 
coach Andy Callard in her 
comer can’t be overstated. 
Niki said: “He’s been her 
coach since the first day she 
walked into the weights 
gym and he recognised her 
potential instantly. The 
instructions he shouts to 
her really put a jolt through 
her and it sometimes feels 
as though he’s actually 
helping her to lift the bar!” 

Charlton Judo champ 
Gemma Gibbons, who is 
also being backed by 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, 
won silver - her first World 
Cup medal - in an all-female 
international last week. The 
competition was part of the 
International Judo 

Federation’s world circuit in 
Birmingham.

the hospice’s new 
responsibility for providing 
care and support not only at 
Bostall Hill and in the 
community, but also at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Woolwich. 

Chief executive Kate Heaps 
told GT: “Patients are already 
beginning to see the benefits 
of our expansion, with care 
being more co-ordinated and 
flexible to the individual’s 
needs. In the future it is likely 
that even more of our services 
will be community based in 
order to respond to new ways 


of working, and patients’ 
needs and choices. For this 
reason we are changing from a 
‘cottage’ hospice to a 
‘community’ hospice. 

“Though we are changing 
our name, the hospice will 
continue to deliver what we 
are known for - providing 
quality support for dying 
people and their families in 
our local community, whoever 
and wherever they are.” 

A new appeal for funds was 
also launched by hospice 
trustees’ chairman Dr David 
Robson, who said: “We depend 
on the local community for 
support, and if we don’t have 
it then we will fail.” 

Spearheading the campaign 
is 55-year-old former black cab 
driver Mick Gordelier, who 
has suffered from Motor 
Neurone Disease for seven 
years. He officially launched 
his personal appeal to raise 
£30,000 to help fund another 
nurse for the hospice. 

He told GT: “I am living 
proof of the value of this 
hospice. The money that 
comes in is well-spent and it 
really does make a difference 
to people’s lives. The nurses 
make my life easier and

THE plan is simple. Mum or Dad

Result: two hours 

brilliantly spent on a 
Saturday morning - at 
very little cost - to set you 
up for the rest of the weekend. 
Where? The Community Sports 
Club at Eltham Foundation 
School (formerly Eltham Green) 
at the cheeseburger end of 
Middle Park Avenue. 

When? 9am to 11am, give or take a 
crosscourt volley. 

The atmosphere? Warm and 
welcoming for children aged five to 
14 plus any parents who decide to 
delay the hoovering. 

Overseeing the delightful scene is 
vivacious Lucy James, the school’s 
community involvement supremo. She 
told GT: “The Saturday morning club is 
open to all local children and their 
parents or carers.

the government’s Parenting 
Fund. 

A Tuesday afternoon 
postnatal support group will 
be starting at Brookhill 
Children’s Centre, Brookhill 
Road, Woolwich, for 10 weeks 
from September 21. 
Professionals are also offering 
free one-to-one postnatal 


counselling: on Monday 
mornings from 10am at both 
Brookhill and at Vista Field 
Children’s Centre in Middle 
Park Avenue, Eltham; on 
Monday afternoons at 
Storkway Children’s Centre 
just off Birdbrook Road, 
Kidbrooke, from 1pm, and on 
Thursday mornings at the 
new Waterways Children’s 
Centre in Southwood Road, 
Thamesmead. There is also 
free counselling for couples 
on Monday mornings at 
Storkway and on Tuesdays 


between 7pm and 8pm at 
Brookhill. The one-to-one 
sessions are for one hour each 
time - and up to 10 or 12 
separate sessions are 
recommended. 
Psychotherapist and project 
manager, Miriam Donaghy, 
herself a mum-of-two, told 
GT: “There is still some 
stigma around postnatal 
depression which can make it 
hard for women and their 
partners to seek help. What 
we want to offer is a safe 
space where people can come 


and talk about anything and 
not feel judged.” 

She added: “There are many 
reasons that mothers 
experience postnatal 
depression - and it is far more 
common than most people 
realise.” 

A recent survey by Netmums 
- a website for parents, 
offering both local and 
national information - 
revealed more than half of 
the mothers questioned felt 
they may have suffered with 
some degree of postnatal 
depression - whether formally 
diagnosed or not. 

Miriam told us: “The reason 
we also offer free counselling 
for couples is that it is now 
widely accepted that 
becoming a parent is one of 
the most stressful times that 
couples experience.”

Ready to 
help any 
new mums 


FILM and Media Studies honours 
degree graduate, Suzelle, was six 
months into a high-powered 
distribution and sales job with a 
national newspaper when she fell 
pregnant. 

“I was just so surprised,” said 
Suzelle, now 25, who had previously 
had problems with her ovaries. 

“My partner and I had been together 
since I was 18 - but I’d made myself 
believe we would have difficulties.” 
Their daughter, Helena, was born on 
a mid-January afternoon in 2009 at 
the QE Hospital, Woolwich. 

Suzelle says she’d had previous bouts 
of depression in her life. “And I have 
always been self-critical, wanting to 
do everything properly,” she told GT. 
“The moment I was given my child in 
the hospital, I remember thinking, 
‘This is REAL now’. 

“She was absolutely gorgeous, and I 
totally fell in love with her - but the 
responsibility just hit me like a ton 
of bricks.” 

Suzelle’s long-time problems with 
lack of self-esteem also came into 
play. “I just couldn’t understand why 
I’d been given responsibility for 
another life. I didn’t think I was 
worth it,” she added. 

Six months on, and the new mum 
realised she wasn’t coping. The 
family was living in cramped 
conditions in Thamesmead, so baby 
Helena was sleeping with Suzelle, 
while her partner was on the sofa. 
Later, after weeks struggling to find 
a nursery, Suzelle managed to return 
to her job. But it entailed travelling 
around the country, and it wasn’t 
working out. 

“Then, the day I had to hand back 
my company car, my sat-nav and my 
computer, I remember dropping 
Helena off at nursery in Woolwich, 
and just sitting in the car-park 
bawling my eyes out. 

“I even thought that if I drove off 
and got involved in an accident, it 
wouldn’t be so bad. I was ‘running 
away’ from everything.” 

Luckily, because of Suzelle’s previous 
bouts of depression, she knew who to 
turn to. She walked out of the car 
park and straight into the nearby 
Ferry Health Centre on John Wilson 
Street. “I was there for about three 
hours, but, afterwards, I was able to 
return the car and pick up the baby,” 
she said. 

Now Suzelle and her partner, a retail 
manager, have moved to Plumstead, 
and, after completing a group- 
therapy course and continuing 
cognitive behavioural therapy, 

Suzelle says she’s ready to help any 
new mums. 

“That group I went to at Brookhill 
Children’s Centre became my 
lifeline,” she said. 

“They made me feel I wasn’t on my 
own, and the help you get is neutral. 

I hadn’t wanted to burden my 
partner or the rest of my family, 
although we are very close.” 

She told GT: “I’ve managed to get my 
whole life on track , I’ve made a five- 
year plan and I want to train to be a 
primary-school teacher. 

“I also want to have more children.”

Sports club for the over 50s goin 


S WIMMING, table-tennis and 
badminton are all favourite 
ways that help members of 
the ‘Live Wires’ club stay fit and 
trim when they meet every week. 
But this is no sports organisation 
aimed at teens or 20-somethings - 
the Live Wires are mostly in their 
late 60s and 70s, and some are 
well into their 80s. 

The club has just celebrated its 
20th birthday. Members meet on 
Wednesday mornings at the 
Arches Leisure Centre at the foot 
of Maze Hill in Trafalgar Road, 
and they are as keen as ever to go 
on having fun together. 

Joan Davis is both their chair 
and treasurer. She is 76 and used 
to be a personal secretary at the 
Ministry of Defence. Joan told GT: 
“We have an upper limit of 60 
members, and in the past have 
had waiting lists. Most of our 
members are women, and they are 


mainly widowed. They 
outnumber the men 3 to 1 - so we 
make a big fuss if a new man 
comes in to join the club! 

“We welcome new members and 
people can join as soon as they 
reach 50. A lot of our members 
came in 20 years ago when they 
were in their 50s and 60s, which 
means they are now in their 80s. 
But this doesn’t stop them getting 
up and joining in.” 

The club organises days out and 
holidays for members - such as the 
five-day trip to Weymouth in May 
that 39 people went on, or a day 
trip to Hastings that took in a 
steam train ride from Bodiam to 
Tenterden with a cream tea. 

W e are a tight-knit social club,” 
said Joan. “We manage 
ourselves through a committee 
that decides on outings, 
subsidised holidays and a 
Christmas meal, and members 


pay just £6 a month. 

“We also watch out for each 
other, and we send flowers from 
the club if someone is sick or 
recovering from an operation. It’s 
like a big family, and we have lots 
of different characters and there 
are people from lots of different 
backgrounds.” 

Although Scrabble and games of 
pool, plus biscuits and a cup of 
tea, are on the agenda for 
Wednesday mornings, many 
members can’t wait to get into the 
leisure centre pool for their 
swimming lessons from Niall 
Morrison, project co-ordinator for 
the Greenwich Community 
Games project. This was set up by 
Greenwich Council and Sport 
England and goes out into the 
community to promote sport 
activities to people over-16 and 
coaches them. 

“I put the programme together 
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g strong after 20 years 


and I’ve been going out and 
delivering it since January last 
year,” said Niall, who is a 
professional coach. “I get on 
really well with the Live Wires, 
and in the pool I teach them how 
to float and have confidence. I also 
coach them in the other sports.” 

Sheila Jones, 72, from Eltham, 
said: “I used to play badminton 
when I was younger, and now 
Niall has encouraged me to take it 
up again and is coaching me.” 

P laying pool was 86-year-old 
whippersnapper Lily Cox from 
Kidbrooke. “I’ve been coming for 20 
years, and I like the company, the 
games we play and the outings we 
go on,” she said. Playing against Lily 
were youngsters Hetty 
Buckingham, 71, and Joan Jones, 73. 
“The grandchildren say we don’t 
know how to play pool - but we know 
we really can,” they said. 



The club was launched 20 years 
ago by Mary Woolfe, now 83, from 
Greenwich and her husband, 
whose name is Chum. “We 
started it with other people we 
met here, and we have stayed 
friends and still have a 
laugh with them,” said 
Mary. 

The last word goes to 
chair and treasurer Joan, 
who took on both roles in 
1998. “I’m a great believer 
in laughing and I think 
the club works so well 
because we are not 
regimented and we don’t 
have too many rules,” she said. 
“It’s a good mix of people and for 
many, particularly the women 
members who live alone, it’s their 
salvation - and they get really 
upset if they have to miss coming 
here on a Wednesday morning.”

Bap recalls the days when hip hop didn’t take itself so seriously 


HERE’S a 

k I 1 ^question you 

4 don’t hear every 
day: What would 
Grandmaster 

Flash have sounded like had 
he grown up in south London 
and not the Bronx? The 
answer possibly lies in 
Brainlokk, the Abbey Wood 
rapper who’s just released his 
third album. 

It’s a comparison not so 
pertinent on his early work, 
which owed more to the grime 
and garage scene of 
collaborators Roll Deep, but 
on his new record, Back To 
The Boom Bap, Brainlokk - 
aka Daniel Blake - blazes the 
laidback funk of Flash’s old 
school trail, underpinning the 
most confident and mature 
lyrics he has produced to date. 
BTTBB is bigger, bolder and 
more complete than his 
previous releases. Production 
- courtesy of Session and Zita, 
is richer, and the messages 
clearer. The samples too 
represent a burgeoning 
confidence in their 
sparseness, thoughtful in 
execution from the off. So it’s 
strange then that opener This 
Is Real is a slightly tentative 
introduction, almost a letter 
to the past and the years of 
hard graft that had short- 
changed the rapper. 

But with the catharsis of 
introspection off his chest, 
the album begins proper with 
Do It Yourself: pianos and a 
cameo from P-Man the perfect 
antidote to a highly polished 
dual vocal from the rapper. 
Gone is the harsh aggression 
that had made UK grime 
tracks for the clubs and 
not for home: This is the 
after party - a new 
dawn. “Future looks 
polished,” raps 
Blake - “true 
reality it don’t 
take 


much to be demolished; no 
point in being signed when 
the album shelved.” 

It’s a unique, British voice. 

The 25-year-old shares none of 
the American inflection so 
common this side of the pond. 
His voice has matured, too. 
The throaty Roots Manuva 
delivery remains intact, but 
its tone is measured and the 
social consciousness of 21 In 
The Mind (Blake’s first album) 
is taken further. Indeed, the 
bite of personal experience on 
Respect That comes over loud 
and clear: “No Overnight 
Success Won’t Come 
Tomorrow ,” he sings - “Earn 
the fruits of the food you 
swallow. ” 

Characteristically up beat on 
much of the record, the rapper 
talks a good game and loves a 
football reference. Many a 
veiled Red reference to 
his beloved Man 
United; name checks 
to Giggs, Arsenal 
and there’s even a 
cap nod to Alan 
Shearer in ragga- 
tinged The 
Pavement, a track 
which features a 
cameo from long-time 
sparring partners, Roll 
Deep. 

The rye 


humour continues with a 
smattering of similes - “I keep 
my swagger right like a Rick 
James”, and “About to get 
knocked out like Hatton’s 
chin,” are two of the best. 

But if BTTBB was a runner it 
would be strongest down the 
back straight: “Dwain 
Chambers too fast to get 
near,” Brain spits in the title 
track’s building progressive 
mash-up; drum samples echo 
Dizzy’s Fix Up Look Sharp 
before twisting and 
contorting itself into a funked 
out block party jam - a skit, a 
melting pot. It is BTTBB’s 
high watermark for the chin- 
scratchers, and too, for 
pushing the envelope. 

The infectious sample of 
Bread Winner sees the rapper 
in full flow, evoking The 
Avalanches Since I Left You, 
before giving way the 
genuinely affecting 
Tribute To Guru, the 
rapper who passed 
earlier this year. 

“Don’t run your 
mouth son, tribute to 
Guru. RIP to the big 
man Guru. Expose to 
the core, never ignore. ” 
While there may have 
been a sense of fun 
missing from 


Brainlokk’s early work, it’s 
ancient history by the time 
the funk of One Line Ending 
kicks in. It’s relentless - like 
Kanye when he was good. 

“The ruler, I might check you 
out, you can’t order, steady 
stereotype no way am I a fooler 
- Bawler, someday from now 
I’m a sauna, hotness - I’ve got 
your girl in my corner, 5/ 8s 
shorter, body slam MCs like 
JimSnooka.” 

So it’s a stark contrast when 
the sample of Alanis 
Morissette’s Ironic breaks the 
run of killer tracks, feeling 
somehow tacked on as an 
afterthought, sandwiched in 
between One Line Ending and 
the Curtis Mayfield sampling 
closer Cry For You. 

It’s the only real populist 
concession on the album, and 
ironically, one that doesn’t 
quite come off. 

The idea of not yet having 
‘made it’ is a reoccurring 
theme for the 25-year-old - 
“Racing through my 20s, still 
not yet major, ” he says on 
Tribute To Guru, but judging 
by the collection of songs on 
Back To The Boom Bap, it 
won’t be long now.

East end life 



ON THE RUN: strikers from Ford’s Dagenham factory make their demands for equal pay and conditions 


IN 1968 the UK lost 
almost 5 million 
hours of 

productivity as a 
result of over 
26,000 strikes. So when 187 
female workers at Ford’s 
Dagenham factory of 55,000 
launched their own industrial 
action, barely an eyebrow was 
raised. 

The strike was a result of being 
reclassified as “unskilled”, and 
a reaction to a combination of 
apathetic management, 
condescending union officials 
and barely tolerant husbands. 


Ironically it was the same 
husbands who the women had 
loyally supported through 
their own longer and more 
frequent industrial actions. 
Inevitably the women’s 
frustration turned to anger and 
boiled over into a moral 
crusade for equality in the 
workplace and equal pay for 
women. 

It’s the story of the machinists’ 
walk out at the Essex car plant 
that Nigel Coles’ Made In 
Dagenham is loosely based on, 
an episode that ultimately led 
(thanks to the personal 


involvement and support of 
Harold Wilson’s Minister for 
Industry, Barbara Castle), to 
the Equal Pay Act of 1970. 

Sally Hawkins stars as Rita 
O’Grady, who, at the prompting 
and encouragement of shop 
floor steward Albert (Bob 
Hoskins in an excellent 
performance), initially 
reluctantly, but increasingly 
firmly assumes leadership of 
the girls and personal 
ownership of their quest. Never 
having left Dagenham, she 
travels the country soliciting 
support and abandoning both 



her children and her husband - 
Daniel Mays sensitively 
playing a reformed male 
chauvinist ahead of his time. 
Hawkins is ever-present and 
pivotal to the film but 
something is missing: 
Immediately engaging she is 
lively and vivacious, touching 
and tender but at the same 
time rather quirky and overly 
fragile. Rosamund Pike, as 
Lisa, a Cambridge educated 
but constantly patronised wife 
of the senior Ford UK 
executive and Richard (West 
Wing) Schiff as the US 
executive sent over to break 
the strike, brings some much 
needed support and stability 
to the casting as does Miranda 
Richardson in a spirited turn 
as the fiery redhead (as 
Barbara Castle was known). 
Director Coles faithfully 
recreates the Britain of the 
late 1960s from the sombre, all 
male TUC congresses at 
Eastbourne (nothing really 
changes) to beehive hairdos 
and hot pants. However, one 
can’t help feeling that a bigger 
name in the title role might 
have made this more 
memorable. 

Similarly, while the issue of 
equal pay for women is 
historically an important 
sociological issue, the subject 
matter itself is perhaps of 
rather less relevance to 21st 
century audiences, coming 
some 40 years after the 
legislation was passed. British 
audiences will relish the 
chance to - yet again - support 
the underdog, but whether this 
translates transatlantically, 
remains to be seen. 

Verdict 

An entertaining and enjoyable 
trip down memory lane but 
unlikely to linger. 6/10

More than Standard Fare? 


SUCH is the youthfulness of 
Sheffield power-popsters Standard 
Fare that they make even Bombay 
Bicycle Club look like a bunch of 
geriatrics. 

Not farout of theirteens and alreadythe 
three-piece has nationwide and US tours 
undertheir beltand an album in the bag. 

Can’t be bad. And it’s not. 

After Love Doesn’t Just Stop’s slightly self- 
conscious start, The Noyelle Beat bounces out 
of thetraps properwith Nuit Avec Une Amie, a 
gleefully twee take on The XX’s vocal dynamic. 
Call and response lines are exchanged 
between lead singer Emma Kupa and Danny 
Howto great effect. 

The music may be fairly un-challenging but 
the pair do have a way with words. 

Lyrical dexterity continues a pace on stand out 
tune Philadelphia with a sense of humour that 
recalls some of Mozza’s rye observations, and 
his environmentalsensibilities: “Global 
Warming is getting me down,” purrs Emma - 
“it’s making the sea between us deeperand 
wider. And I’m not Moses and I don’t know 
howto splitthe ocean,” she deadpans. 

I Know It’s Hard and closer Wow are 


highpoints, evoking the Cribs at their best. 
Dancing is a finely crafted pop nugget, and 
while Be In To Us echoes the Wannadies’ You 
And Me Song, it may be a too saccharine for 
those with no sweet tooth. 

The album was recorded in just six days, 
which goes some way to explaining its 
unproduced quality- or ‘rawness’ depending 
on your stance. 

To compensate the whole thing’s been 
pumped upto Wombats proportions with a 
huge dose of compression which, while it has 
the volume up to 11, has made the whole 
package a little one dimensional. 

And at thirteen songs there are too many 
tracks on the album, Fifteen in particular is 
solid gold filler, and apes kooky Norwegian 
Ida Maria just a little too hard. 

That aside Kupa’s vocals are great and the 
band is fine in a jangle-pop kind of a way. 

It will be interesting to see where they go from 
here. There is the nagging suspicion thatthey 
may become a victim oftheirname, beingthat 
this is, pretty standard fare.

Despite dishing the dirt on fights with her X-Factor co-stars, 
Kylie’s sister Dannii fails to fully engage with autobiography 


“YOU won’t forget about me,” sang 
Dannii Minogue on her 2004 hit of the 
same name. And yet, the British public 
were at risk of doing just that. 

Eternally eclipsed by her megastar 
sibling, Dannii’s successes always 
seemed to pass under the radar, and 
her moment in the spotlight never 
seemed to come. 

Then she was thrown a lifeline in the 
guise of a judging role on X Factor, and 
the chance to be beamed into millions 
of living rooms every Saturday night. 
Applause; Reappraisal; A happy-ever- 
after you might think? Wrong. Via a 
well-publicised collision with Sharon 
Osbourne (and possibly the only reality 
TV ‘spat’ which wasn’t choreographed), 
Dannii was still being over-shadowed. 
And this time it wasn’t by her big sis, 
but the nation’s new sweetheart, 

Cheryl Cole. 

In her autobiography, Dannii Minogue 
- My Story, the singer turned reality 
judge discusses her tumultuous ride 
to the X Factor desk. Add to the mix 
her West End roles, a stint in Home 
and Away, TV presenting credits and 
twelve club chart number ones, and 
it’s easy to see why she deserves 
respect in her own right. 

In what is a warm, refreshing and very 
readable account of her life, Minogue 
finally lifts the lid on how it felt to be 
continually compared to Kylie ; how she 
coped as several of her friends and 
family battled cancer, and what it was 
like to be on the receiving end of a 
vicious dressing room dress-down from

Sharon Osbourne. 

“Sharon was screaming at me furiously,” 
she writes - “and I was starting to get a 
little worried. It’s hard to remember 
most of the abuse she yelled at me in 
the ensuing five or ten minutes because 


I was so shocked, but there she was, 
looming over me in her dressing gown, 
shouting and screaming - the 2006 
Celebrity Mother of the Year." 

And at the pair’s lowest ebb, Minogue 
writes that Osbourne “demanded to 
know why I hadn’t gone to the press to 
tell them what a nice person she was... 
The minute she left, I burst into tears.” 
But despite the moments of juicy 
gossip, the book does lack depth. With 
anecdotes of strippers, posing for 
Playboy, suitcases full of cash and false 
rumours of her being HIV positive, you’d 
expect the memoir to be salacious and 
meaty. But coming from Minogue, it all 
just seems saccharine and innocent. You 
urge her to rip into Osbourne, you will 
her to dish the dirt on her celebrity exes 
Julian McMahon and Jacques Villeneuve, 
and you hope to find explosive tales of 
spats with Kylie. But it never comes. And 
that’s the crux of it - Dannii is the 
quintessential girl next door, and this 
book does nothing to tarnish that 
squeaky clean image. 


Minogue has fought for her moment in 
the limelight for thirty years, and at last 
she’s getting the chance to shine. It 
finally seems that Dannii is flavour of 
the month and this warm, uplifting, 
albeit lightweight, account will do 
nothing to discourage her journey into 
the nation’s heart. Cheryl who?

produced a flying save to keep 
out Craig Noone’s full-blooded 
ripsnorter. 

Charlton’s defiant keeper also 
scooped Steve McLean’s header 
off the line after Arnason’s 
inswinging corner bounced 
unhindered across goal. Nothing 
if not resourceful, Elliot soon 
added an assist of sorts as the 
Addicks fought fire with fire. 

His booming punt was chased 
by never-say-die Benson, who 
exploited hesitation between 
Reda Johnson and Lee 
Molyneux to squeeze a low shot 
in off the left upright.
